Henry II. Rogers. Standard Oil mag¬ 
nate. copper and railroad capitalist, 
died yesterday at his home In New 
.York City. Mr. Rogers was for many 
years one of the most prominent finan¬ 
ciers In the country’, hut for the last 
two years has been in Indifferent 
health, due from the effects of a stroke 
of apoplexy he suffered In 1907. He 
started in life as a newsboy at Fair 
Haven. Mas/., and since his ascendency 
In the financial world he has contrib¬ 
uted over $3,000,000 for the uplift and 
beautification of his native town. His 
last achievement was the building of 
a railroad system from the West Vir¬ 
ginia coal fields to tidewater on the 
Atlantic coast.

Mr Rogers begnn his career as a news¬ 
boy In the town of New Bedford. Mas*., 
and uras born not far away from the vil¬ 
lage of Fair Haven. New Bedford at 
(hst time wits the home port of a great 
neet of American whalers. That wa* 
before the day* of oil wells and In the 
heyday of the sperm oil trade. Young 
Rogers knocked about among the whalers 
and -**11 refineries with hi* eyes open and 
nn increasing appreciation of the commer¬ 
cial values of oil.

Joined Rush To Oil Fields. 

Then came the discovery of oil In Penn¬ 
sylvania, an event that instantly took tho 
life out of the sperm oil Industry. Rogers 
Joined the rueh to the oil field# and found 
profitable employment. Here lie began to 
give evidence of the genius for organisa¬ 
tion and executive ability that later was 
to make him a multi-millionaire He was 
prolific of ideas for saving and marketing 
the product of the wells, and some of the 
ld»sih were so good that he wa* employed 
by one of the big operators to carry them 
out Thla employment gave him confi¬ 
dence In himself and stimulated him to 
new endeavor*. 

Rogers finally proposed a scheme which 
at that time was most daring. This was 
that the owners of ail producing wells 
should pool their product and market It 
through one concern, the purpose being, 
by controlling the output, reducing the 
cost of handling, fixing u uniform cost for 
certain grades and stopping competition, 
to increase profits. Some of the larger op¬ 
erators took up the proposition, and this 
was the inception of the Standard Oil 
Company.

was a week-end visitor to Fair Haven 
making the trip between New York and 
this place In his speedy steam yaefit 
Kanawha. 

It Is expected that Mr. Roger*' body 
will be placed In the family tomb built 
by him in Riverside cemetery The tomb 
Is a replica of a Greek t**rnple and oc¬

When asked for an ••xpresslon a* to th* 
effect Mr. Rogers* death would hav«* upon 
the stock market and the business world, 
Mr Rockefeller replied: 

"Mr Rogers* death Is a great personal 
loss to the business world, but.lt Is only 
a personal loss. I *m not fnmllifir with hte 
business affairs, but have every reason »o 
believe they were all in good shape. Mr j 
Rogers has not be-n actively connected 
with th© affairs of th© Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany for more than two years." 

Continuing, and plainly showing that the 
news had greatly affected him, Mr. Rock¬ 
efeller said: 

"I have seen Mr Rogers but twice dur¬ 
ing the last five yearn, and on both of 
these occasions, as well as often beTorc. 

I urged him with tears In mv eyes not 
to work so hard. I also pleaded with th© 
members of his Irnnimllate family when¬ 
ever 1 met them to urge him not to work 
so hard. But he was so strong, so power- 
fill, that no on© could persuade him to 
cast aside his burdens. I can only repeat 
his death Is a great personal loss, but that 
th© business world will bo In no Way un¬ 
favorably affected."

The war has been over eleven years.

But suppose It should do so 
and that light should demonstrate that 
the explosion was Internal—-well, the 
fact would clear up a historic episode 
and whitewash those once under suspi¬ 
cion, but It would not undo what his¬ 
tory has done.

George Meredith. 

George Meredith Is dead. And there 
Is no one left of the big. the brainy and 
tho braggart souls who ennobled the 
last fifty years of the Victorian Age. 
Browning had gone before and Tenny¬ 
son and Bwlnburne; Symonds Is dead 
among the critics. Morris among the 
builders and Fitzgerald among the an¬ 
cient a It may seem ungracious, but It 
Is true, that tho few months of this 
year of grace have been deadly months 
to the honor roll of literature; that 
they have sought out the noble, the 
prominent, the worthy; that they have 
made gaps and discovered but few vol¬ 
unteers; that they have. In effect, 
cleaned the slate of the past and open¬ 
ed up no new ledger of present or 
future promising. 

It Is curious to consider who and 
what was this George Meredith, this 
ancient, homely, plain-speaking prophet, 
who was noble because he was native 
and Inspiring because be was Inspired. 
What has he done and whither did 
he lead? Recall, If you will* the 
earlier days of his pilgrimage; tho 
Shaving of Shagpat that none under¬ 
stood at the time and few have learned 
to relish since* the Egoist, that was 
not a portrait but yet remains as a 
revelation; Bandra Bellonl, which took 
us abroad and around and discovered 
something of tho artistic temperament 
which recent managerial mix-ups have 
rendered commonplace; the Amazing 
Marriage, which we are Instructed to 
believe had nothing at all to do with 
Robert Louis Stevenson; and Lord 
Onnont and His Am Into, which, quite 
obviously and painfully, could not have 
had any relation to the extraordinary 
parallel career of a noted English 
naval commander. Our love and our 
admiration began with Diana of the 
Crossways; we didn't think she could 
exist until we met her, and wo hav© 
gone on meeting her with & quite dis¬ 
concerting regularity, and with an ad¬ 
miration that does not fall far short 
of worship. 

Without George Meredith the mod¬ 
ern school of writing would lack 
a starting point and a stimu¬ 
lus, a standard and an objective 
point. Though ho had no school, he 
taught; though he knew no pupils, he 
had disciples; though he uttered never 
a word of guidance, he was a light of 
leading; though he was sniffed at as a 
crank, a crusader and a creator, he did 
but decanter the old wine. To his last 
days ho persisted In asserting that he 
recorded the happenings of a ^vurld 
that was old when Adam knew himself 
and Eve knew better. 

Since Carlyle went on his way 
gnashing his teeth, neglected and neg¬ 
atived; since Walt Whitman quit rust¬ 
ling his “Blades of Grass” In an Inef¬ 
fectual attempt to make music; since 
Morris and Rossetti arrived by differ¬ 
ent ways at the conclusion that tho 
British middle class was temperament¬ 
ally and by choice mediocre; there has 
been no such bold, brave champion of 
pure reason and purer ideals as George 
Meredith. He Is not to be measured 
by the verse that he loved and that 


particular!*. There was the story of a 

big. German liner filled with troops, 
which had entered tho harbor, sur¬ 
veyed the possibilities of making a 
landing and departed without being 
sighted by tho British worships with 
which tli© North Sea la supposed to 
bo closely dotted. The more Immedi¬ 
ate episode was that which occurred 
on the day of the dispatch. Sir John 
“Barlow, u Liberal member of the 
of Commons, startled the country with 
the “sensational suggestion” that the 
Germans have established a depot of 
arms containing 50,000 Mauser rides 
in. the center of Loudon, together with 
7,500,000 rounds of ajnmunltlon for the 
use of 66,000 trained German soldiers 
now employed In various capacities Ito 
England. And as an evidence that 
Sir John attached some credence to this 
remarkable story ho notified War Sec¬ 
retary Haldane of his Intention to in¬ 
terpellate the Government on the sub¬ 
ject. 

With due respect for the patriotism 
of our British cousins and with fitting 
regard for tho national conditions 
which prompt their anxiety. Americans 
must, nevertheless, wonder that they 
should so lose control of themselves 
Where is their sense of humor? Why 
cannof they take a little time off to 
see themselves as others eee them and 
laugh at their panic? It has long been 
a sort of proverb that the English are 
without a sense of humor. The say¬ 
ing haa not been accepted everywhere 
but tho present occurrences go to con 
firm it. It Is difficult to conceive that 
nation with a sens© of the comic 
would give vent to the hys 
terla evinced In England to-day. 
We may be wrong, but we doubt very 
much if the American people would 
take their imaginations so seriously 
as the British are taking theirs, 
we heard rumors of Trojan horses, con¬ 
cealed troops and thAt sort of tiling, 
we should be apt to say promptly that 
they were myths knd it would nfit oc¬ 
cur to us to overlook tho ridiculousness 
of tho whole thing. 

Doubtless the Germans are enjoying 
the hysteria of the English. The 
goings-on In the British Isle ought to 
furnish Slmpilclmus and Fllegende 
Blaetter and the other German comics 
ample material for cartoons. They 
ought to cause the German Emperor 
to chuckle up his sleeve. But the 
ones to laugh are the British. If, like 
the little lad Jn Mother Gooee’i 
rhyme—lie who had a pain In his face— 
the British would only laugh they 
would find their pain much better.

DAVID FRANK HOUPT DIES AS 
RESULT OF INJURIES.

At the written request of P. N. Curl, a 
wholesaJe grocer of New Albany, tbe 
grand Jury cases against Georg© F. Do vis 
wen* nollted by Prosecuting Attorney 
Walter V. Bullcltt yesterday morning, but 
Davis was held for the officers of Dos An¬ 
geles. Cal., who will be In New Albany 
In about a week. 

Davis Is charged with grand larceny ami 
was Indicted by the grand Jury of the 
Floyd Circuit court at New Albany on 
several charges. A few years ago he 
operated u retail grocery store on Main 
street, that city, and after disposing of 
the stock at ridiculously low prices left 
the city. It was discovered that he had 
purchased a large stock of goods, amount¬ 
ing to $6,000. and had failed to pay. A 
few months later he turned up in Califor¬ 
nia. where. It la charged, he had been 
pursuing the aame tactics and had 
r ’stuck" the wholesale dealers for 

He left California and was discovered In 
Cincinnati, where he was arrested by 
Sheriff Claude A. Slttason. of Fioyd coun¬ 
ty. who managed, with considerable diffi¬ 
culty, to escape from that city and bring 
his man to New Albany, the California 
officers being outwitted. He hnd on hl» 
person about $3.(W0 when arrested In Cin 
clnnatt. And this money, with the excep¬ 
tion of WOO, Is tied up In sn attachment 
suit In ClncinnatL Mrs Davis came on to 
New Albany with her husband a few days 
after his arrest and has since been board¬ 
ing in that city. 

Injuries Prove Fatal. 

David Frank Houpt. who was a well- 
known contractor Hnd brick mason, died 
at 5 o'clock yesterday morning at his 
home. 7(11 Culbertson ovenue. New Albany, 
from the effects of Injuries sustained 
Wednesday of last week while he was en¬ 
gaged In repairing a chimney. The scaf¬ 
folding gave way. causing the chimney to 
fall over on him. He was so severely In¬ 
jured at the time that the case was 
thought to be hopeless by his physicians, 
although everything was done for him. 
The bones of his right hip were crushed 
and In addition he sustained severe bruises 
and internal Injuries 

He was 57 years old and Is survived by 
his wife, four sons. Harry. John. David 
and Benjamin Hout, and two daughters, 
M!s*"s Lorena and Margaret Houpt. all 
of New Albany He Is also survived by 
two brothers, William M Houpt. of New 
Albany, and John Houpt, of Pittsburg, 
and two sisters. Mrs Mary Clark, of St. 
Louis, snd Mrs. Sadie Maloney, of F.ast 
St, Louis.

Services In Honor of theDead 
of Revolutionary War. 


TO BE HELD BY ANN ROGERS 
CLARK CHA PTE R. 


ALL ARRANGEMENTS PRACTI¬ 
CALLY COMPLETED. 


FUNERAL OF MISS MABEL HAY. 


Ann Rogers Clark Chapter, Daughter* 
of ths American Revolution, of Jefferson¬ 
ville. has practically completed the ar¬ 
rangements for observing memorial serv¬ 
ices In honor of the dead of the Revolu¬ 
tionary War. burled at what Is known os 
the old cemetery at the foot of Chest¬ 
nut street. The remains of forty persons, 
who, It Is said, participated In the stnig¬ 
gle for Independence, are buried In a 
single grave In the cemetery, which wos 
abandoned years ago as a public ground. 
Formerly each body occupied a separate 
grave In a cemetery on Front street, but 
the site was graded for the Jeffersonvtlle 
wharf and what remained of the bottles 
wus placed In one box and given Inter¬ 
ment at the other graveyard, then In 
public use. 

Tho services will la? held during the 
morning hours of Monday. May at. after 
the Grand Army of the Republic posts of 
Jeffersonville have returned from the two 
cemeteries where they will go to honor 
their dead. The veterans of the Civil 
War will t«k© part In the exercises at the 
old cemetery and the sddress there will 
be made by tho Hon. Jonas G. Howard, 
formerly Representative In Congress from 
the Third Indiana District and who can 
rerall the removal of the bodies from the 
cemetery In which the original burials 
were. Mr. Howard probably knows more 
of the history of Jcf^rs- wide than any 
resident of the city. 

In connection with the memorial ex¬ 
ercises It Is recalled that Mr. Howrurd on 
Saturday will celebrate the 84th anniver¬ 
sary of hi* birth, which was In New Al¬ 
bany on May 22. IH2&. but he has resided 
In Jeffersonville the better part of his 
life. He Is as active as a man of *0 and 
has been giving a great deal of attention 
to his law* practice recently, he having 
abandoned It at one period to pay at 
tontlon to his farm During tho campaign 
of I9hg Mr. Howard expounded Democrat¬ 
ic doctrine in evory hamlet in Clark coun¬ 
ty and at each place was greeted with 
large crowds His mind is perfectly clear 
•no he Is unusually well preserved In 
body. Ha Is kuown os Jeffersonville's 
grand old man.

Ward and were unusual¬ 
ly touching The music for the occasion 
was most fitting and was furnished by a 
trio consisting of the Rev J. R Ward. 
Mrs. Ward and Mrs Charles Rose.

In 
Russellville, for the express purpose of 
receiving the report of a special audit¬ 
ing commit!**©, composed of W. V. Perry 
and W. C. Nourse, selected to audit the 
uccoum* of the college, and for the ad¬ 
ditional purpose of personally investi¬ 
gating Its financial condition. 

The report of the committee, instead 
of showing any diminution In the assets 
of the college, showed a gratifying In¬ 
crease. notwithstanding the fact t^at 
no additions to the endowment fund have 
been received In very recent year*. The 
Investigation showed that there was in 
the hands of R. W. Davis, secretary and 
treasurer of the board, notes and secur¬ 
ities to the amount of $62,147.33, and In the 
hands of the Fidelity Trust Company, of 
Louisville, Ky., securities to the amount 
of 9U.iA2.73, aggregating the sum of $14,- 
930.06. Icing tne par value of its securi¬ 
ties, consisting In the main of good nota». 
well secured by real estate; also high 
grade bonds and other Investment*. \> e 
regard all the above to be worth their 
full face value, except one or two, per¬ 
haps. which uo not constitute invest¬ 
ments by the trust re*, but came ns lega¬ 
cies to the college, and we are confident 
that any discount which may attach to 
them Is more than offset by a premium 
upon others listed aboife at par. 

Further Investigation disclosed that at 
no time In the hlstorv of the college has 
Its endowment i t ached th©«© llgurrs. 
Meanwhile, a new library and gymna¬ 
sium building has been erected, and 
many lesser permanent improvements 
have been made upon the splendid cam¬ 
pus already adorned with structures be¬ 
fitting one of the oldest snd most fa¬ 
mous colleges of the Boutli Not a small 
l»ortion of Its endowment 1* tho c immu¬ 
nity in which it 1* located, that for a 
century has been famed for Its culture 
and refinement 

In view of the above facts, and lest 
such rumors, unrefuted, might incline 
the public Interested In such matter* to 
conclude that the college from its ne- 
cesshles Is ir. Its decadence, it was 
thought best that the undersigned, a 
committee of the board. Issue this state¬ 
ment to the end that stranger* may 
know the truth, that its friends may be 
encouraged, and that Its ill-wishers. If It 
has any, may be Informed as to the real 
condition of the endowment fund of 
Bethel College.

[ycwtcrday afternoon. Over a hundred 
I member* were present and were much 
gratified with the results of their ef¬ 
fort*. The meeting yesterday marked the 
■UNI of the year's jvork Eight i< • tur. ? 
Of Inifur tanre ware given to the pub¬ 
lic during the year. 

Co-operation wosi shown to have ac¬ 
complished much. Tho membership of 
I the club now numbers 341 Twenty-four 
new members were added to the list last 
year. At the election of officers held 
March 17 all of the old officers were re¬ 
tained. with the exception of the auditor. 
Mrs Henry W. Wane was elected to suc¬ 
ceed Miss Lilia N. Breed. The following 
Is a list of the newly-elected chairmen 
of tha seven commit tecs and the work 
outlined for then* for the coming year:

The work of the new year will not be¬ 
gin until the next meeting of the club 
on October 6 , which Is known as Presl- 
Mtt*i day. 

The report of Mrs. George C. Avery, 
president of the Woman’s Club, wa* de¬ 
clared to be one of the most carefully 
prepared ©Very read at the annual meet¬ 
ing. The report in full follows: 

“The Woman's Club has terminated a 
year *>f co-c rrt I nation of forces, simpli¬ 
fication of methods, decreased meet logs. 
Irrtensed st tendance. We have been 
freed from the Intensity of overwork, we 
have learned to foster our energies, wv 
have widened our hortxon. reaching out 
for the Ideals, but always with th^ 
knowledge thut the year could compass 
only a few of them, that other mind* 
must l>e ready to carry on our work— 
and hope we have realised thut respon¬ 
sibility is more Important than Influence, 
that to champion the right cause quiet¬ 
ly. firmly. Intelligently given us the 
l*‘Wcr which develops Influence, forms 
public opinion and creates Ideal*. We 
have become a large club, therefore we 
need the Interest and support of all our 
members in order to be as strong and 
ob helpful as we should. Our object is 
not to amuse but to uplift, ourselves 
first, then those who need our assist¬ 
ance. Fairness and service are tine qual¬ 
ifies that broaden ond make easy the 
duties that «uch should bo ready to as- 
• we may at least share with other* 

the qualities wo possess. 

“Two distinct changes have been touted 
The first that no member could serve on 
more than one committee The rssult Is 
that 1 M women have shared the work of 
the club. The second change was that 
Wednesday should be club day. The pro¬ 
grammes of the literature department 
were completed the flrwt half of the year, 
those of art the second half, with civics 
and *nirrent events alternating. The re¬ 
sult has been very large audiences nnd a 
general willingness to give one afternoon 
«-a« h week to the club 

The business meetings have been freed 
from att programmes, standing commit¬ 
tees reporting the active work In educa¬ 
tion. Industrial and <thlld labor, civil serv¬ 
ice reform. Juvenile court legislation, le¬ 
gal girl and protection and libraries In the 
mountain* of Kentucky These commit¬ 
tees with the civics committee, naturally 
compass the activities of tha club These 
are far reaching and Important since they 
Include educational conditions In our pub¬ 
lic schools, the child as affected by the 
child labor laws, our aavlums and peniten¬ 
tiaries, the care of the delinquent and 
abandoned child, the laws affecting the 
communal welfare, tho rights of the un- 
rmtecteiL the sending of libraries to our 
mount*Ifv people, magazines and books to 
rural schools and public Institutions, and 
last and best of all n thorough Invcstl- 

K itlon by the Civics Committee of Tene- 
ent Conditions In our city which cul¬ 
minated in the appointment by the May¬ 
or of a Tenement Comml*»Ion Fo few of 
our meetings aj** planned exclusively for 
club members that we usually keep'open 
house 

. TTWght lecture* of Importance have been 
given to the public. Three of these were 
cn legnl and practical business questions. 

f iresented by men of prominence, one was 
n behalf of a better public school sys¬ 
tem. one to show us what Inga! aid and 
protection may accomplish for the poos, 
the last of the group the tenement* of 
Dlls and other cities and the city of the 
future. Wo hn* . o>-operated with many 
people for many good causes. The worn 
accomplished shows In the growth of our 
yqemhers. in their efficiency, their eam- 
estnejK. their unselfish desire to mean In 
this community something more each 
•■war; *« one group goes hack to the ran* 
and 31 e another Is ready to assume the 
obligation 

**Tl e growth of our club should be slow 
In order that new material may be as¬ 
similated. the necessity for work under¬ 
stood Tho present tendency I* to over¬ 
do. to over-estimate. Conservatism, 
thoroughness, comprehension of condi¬ 
tions ond a knowledge of remedial factors 
are far more Important than the launch¬ 
ing of a new work Accomplishment Is so 
seldom gained that we must begin with 
the need and find the cause before we as¬ 
sume the responsibility of endorsement. If 
vre arc to develop Improvement we must 
first develop our own force, the elements 
Of our membership must be adjusted, 
utilised, trained, so that we shall work 
ne u unit and think with diversified 
mind* The close of a year means the be¬ 
ginning of another l.*t u* bring to It 
enthusiasm and loyalty, a determination 
to undertake the things which shall mean 
that our responsibilities have been met. 
our purpose accomplished. If at the end 
of another year we can any Instead of a 
tenement commission we have secured a 
public school commission. If wc* ran know 
that we have Improved the condition In a 
small degree of those who ne*d our help, 
then shall we have the right to snv that 
yagpnnslblllty Is becoming influence.” 

Five delegate* will attend the State 
Federation of Woman’s Clubs of Ken¬ 
tucky which will be held at Owensboro, 
June 1-11.

Jack Johnson, the big colored 
heavyweight champion, failed to 
win over Jack O'Brien, the Phila¬ 
delphia light-heavyweight, to-night in a 
Blx-ruund bout The light was even, and 
the concrttaus of opinion was that It 
should have been a draw, had a decision 
been permlsaable. O'Brlen'a marveloualy 
fast footwork and his superior blocking 
saved him from damage In **\#>ral close 
mixes, and three times he was forced to 
his knees by the great strength and 
weight of Johnson In the clinches. 

It was a fast fight, O’Brien doing the 
greater part of the leading. Johnson was 
slow on his feet and appeared not to be 
in the best condition. Repeatedly the 
champion rushed his smaller antagonist, 
but seldom landed effectively. A right- 
hand counter In the fifth round cut 
O'Brien's right eye, and this was the sum 
total of damage done in the six rounds. 

O’Brien was In and out like a tlasti in 
marly every round, stabbing Johnson on 
the fare, but the blows lacked force and 
had no effect other than to make the tug 
black man grin and wave hla hand at th • 
crowd. Tna spectators snouted w'lldly 
every time OBrlrn landed and hooted 
Juhasnn for his apareni rough work In the 
clinches 

Referee McGuigun eald after the fight 
that O’Brien did remarkably well undr-r 
the circumstances. He weighed 1824 
pound*, while 'Johnson acknowledged his 
weight waa 2i6 pound*, and U was proba¬ 
bly more. 

"Johnson looked tired and anxious In the 
fourth round and O’Brien appeared conn 
dent throughout the bout. He certainly 
fought a game fight." said McGuigun. 

Johnson had nothing to say* alter the 
bout except that he thought he hod the 
better of it O’Brien was enthusiastic ovei 
his showing. He said he to-day had ac¬ 
cepted a proposal to meet A1 Kauftinann 
In fkkix Franciaoo In the near future. 

Philadelphia Seemed to appreciate the 
fact that It waa to have the opportunity 
to see the new champion heavyweight in 
action for the first time since he took 
tho somewhat dubious title from Tommy 
Burns In far off Australia last December. 
But this Interest In the. big colored light¬ 
er scarcely exceeded that In Jack O’Brien, 
the favorite son. pitted against a roan 
vastly his superior In every physical 
movement. Thus it was a crowd tensely 
expectant that filled the limited space 
around the arena of ihe National Athteilc 
Club to-night. There were seats for 3,7iW 
persons, and 60ft others came In on admis¬ 
sion tickets and became 'wall flowers" or 
choked the narrow males 
Tickets sold at premiums, the $10 scots 
going at $15 and the teaser priced places 
at cornwapondlng Increases. Speculator* 
seemed to control the choice places, but 
there wu« little haggling over the prioe. 
The three special trainloads of >ew 
Yorkers and big delegations from Wash¬ 
ington. Baltimore. FltUbtUg and even 
Chicago did not hesitate because of to# 
'speculators* exaction*. 

O’Brien came to tne city from King of 
Prussia Inn. his suburban training place, 
eorlv in the afternoon He liad worked 
hard to condition himself ami was en¬ 
thusiastic about his chanceo. "I know 
I’m going to give the btg black a chuso 
for th~_<t*HKion." he *akJ. "He thinks be¬ 
cause he has a big advantage In height 
and weight he has a * Inch, but 1 shall 
fool him. I will show him a few trlrka." 

While everybody conceded O’Brien's 
Cthcs*. there was a lack of enthusiasm 
about Johnson's condition There was 
much talk about hts lax methods In train¬ 
ing and his apparent lack of seriousness 
in his work. 

There was little or no public* betting on 
the light at the ringside The fact that 
ru» decision Is allowed on six-round bouts 
In this State was responsible, of course, 
for this. There wus some private wager¬ 
ing. however, that O’Brien would hava 
tha advantage on Dolnts On this he w J 
favorite at odd* of 5 to 4 
Johnson did not seem to have any 
loubu about the outcome of the firs, 
match miicv he came into the chnmplo&- 
blhp He was going about the city In 
a motor car In the erternoon and In the 
course of Ms visits called upon the Na¬ 
tional Athletic Club officials and asked for 
his $6,000 guarantee. Hr* got It In one 
thousand dollar bills and grinned broadly 
he tucked it awev. In an Inside pocket. 
*Oh, I ain't Worrying about tonight. I 
expect to knock O’Brien out in less than 
six rounds. 1 am tn good shape, yes. 
0r, in mighty good shape. Just you 

watch me and see." 

Just to fill In the time before the big 
show began, three bouts between ambi¬ 
tious yotmgstbrs were brought on. The 
cnme*tne*s of the young boxers amused 
the crowd, which had packed the pavilion 
more than an hour within the time net for 
the Mg fellows to come on. If was a 
most orderly crowd and might well have 
been fnk»»ii for s gathering of delegate* to 
a political convention, or oven a Ls» 
decorous assemblage, but for the rope- 
tnrlosed rln* with its circle of glaring 
electric 1‘gnts above. Many mrn of 
eminence In Philadelphia and New Y'ork 
financial, political and professional IJe 
had seat* at the ringside. 

The tiresome six-round preliminaries 
rolonged the wait unlit 10?) before 
nhrifeon, the first to appear, shouldered 
hi* way through the crowded allies and 
cllnr- 'd Into the ring. Ills rec pftoi. was 
cordial, but not enthusiastic, and there 
wn* even some hooting by the galierlax. 
O'Brien came In a minute later ami 
eprang nimbly upon th** platform Th*» 
crowd cheered him frantically. He grasp¬ 
ed Johnson's hands perfunctorily and 
took his corner. Johnson qulnkly came* 
over, looked over O'Brien’s bandnged 
hands and appeared satisfied. A tele¬ 
gram waa read from Billy DeLaney 
challenging Johnson on behalf of A! 
Kaufman for a fight at Fan Frartetscx 
Johnson's seconds wer*. Yank Kenny. 
Goorg* foie and Frank Nadoli, while 
O’Brien'S werr Abe Attetl. Joe Riley. 
Jack llavtlon and Jack Hagan. A J 
Drexel Biddle. O'Brien's society friend, 
who seconded him In his recent fight with 
Ketchel, did not appear In the role of ad 
viser to-night, hut esme Into tho ling 
In his street clothes and cordially grasp¬ 
ed O'Bricn’8 hands. 

"I weigh 182 pounds." said O’Brien, a* 
he sat In his corner while the gloves were 
being drawn on Johnson looked 40 
pounds heavier as he stood up and 
dropped his big bath robe 
Stanley Ketchel came forward to be !n- 
tr*Kiuccd. He shook O’Brien's hand and 
wished Ivlm success, then crossed and 
greeted Johnson. The big black fellow 
sited Ketchel* up carefully smiling broad¬ 
ly ns he acknowledged the greeting.

Mrs M< Quown was Mias Dona Botts, 
daughter of Henry Botts, who was a 
well-known attorney at Glasgow, and 
whose death occurred many years ago, 
tjln- was married to Judge Lewi* Me- 
cjuown at Bowling Ureen nearly forty 
years ago. She was 66 year* old. 

While in good health Mrs. McQuown 
was an enthu*UutU<‘ church worker. She 
was a moruber of the Episcopal church. 
Her husband. Judge Lewis McQuown. is 
a prominent member of the Kentucky bar 
and is widely known. He was formerly 
chairman of the State Democratic Com¬ 
mittee and is well known in State poli¬ 
ty. <*. H«' was one of the chief counsel tn 

the Goebel contest.
